i... you ever visited the parcel-post room 


of a post office during those last hectic weeks 
just before Christmas? The real wonder is 
that damage to parcel-post packages is as rare 
as it is. 

To make sure your parcels reach their des- 
tination in tiptop condition, looking neat as 
a pin, you can do two things: 

First, heed that annual plea to mail early. 
Packages mailed three or four weeks before 
Christmas will be delivered before the rush. 

Second, learn to wrap a package so it can 
hold its own, no matter what the odds. You 
need only good materials and a little know- 
how. The pictures here and on following pages 
will help you do your packaging job right.

Materials. Brown wrapping pa- 
per heads the list; 30-pound 
kraft is tough but not hard to 
handle. Next comes six-ply 
twine. Or you can seal with 
gummed-paper tape, two inches 
wide. Get flexible corrugated 
paper at stationery store, cor- 
rugated cartons from the gro- 
cery. Complete collection with 
cellophane tape, stickers marked 
“Fragile” and “‘Glass,”’ address 
labels, tissue paper, waxed pa- 
per, and shock-absorbing mate- 
rial—excelsior, shredded glass- 
ine, or shredded newspaper. 


Tissue wrap. To keep a fragile object whole, wrap 
it from inside out. First wrap should be of soft tissue 
paper, held with a tab of cellophane tape. Use gay 
wrapping paper if you like, but cheapest uncoated 
tissue paper has greater cushioning value.

Watch pot rims 


Have the lower leaves of your African-violets collapsed? If so, abra- 
sions from resting on the rims of clay pots have allowed soil salts to 
enter the leaves and kill them. You can prevent the damage by dip- 
ping rims in paraffin, or by crimping tin-foil strips over the pot rim, 
as shown. Or use glazed pots. Be sure pot is large enough for plant 


Watch water temperature 


Lukewarm water is safe for syringing dust from African-violet leaves, 
but cold water spots leaves. Another way to clean them is to brush 
dust off with a camel’s-hair brush. Sharp air puffs from a syringe are 
a quicker way. Avoid bruising in any case, and don’t use a brush that 
will scratch leaves. Remove faded blossoms to have completely neat 
and tidy plant.

Why sick roses drop their leaves 


Why do roses affected with black spot drop their 
leaves? The actual area of surface destroyed doesn’t 
seem enough to kill the entire leaf—yet it turns yellow 
and drops off before the entire leaf has been invaded. 

Work at Cornell University shows that diseased 
parts give off large amounts of ethylene gas, which 
causes the leaf to drop. Studies are under way to see if 
this knowledge can be used to lick black spot.

They make heavy demands on 
food elements other than nitrogen toward the end of 
the season. So a complete fertilizer is recommended. 


Petunia seed may be scarce 


Petunia seed may be scarce for a year or two until 
California seedsmen solve a serious problem in petunia 
growing in that section. 

A disease called curly top affects beets and is trans- 
mitted by leaf hoppers. Until the summer of 1950, leaf 
hoppers did not seem to infect petunias. A new strain 
of the virus developed for some reason, however, and 
has proved devastating to this flower. Overnight, large 
plantings began to die. 

Seedsmen now are looking for isolated acreage 
where petunias can be grown away from beet-growing 
areas. Fortunately, the disease is not seed-borne, so 
there is no danger of bringing it to new sections by 
planting seed grown on infected plants. 


Sulfur underrated as plant nutrient 


The Battelle Memorial Institute in Columbus, Ohio, 
has classed sulfur, often acutely short in American 
soils, as “‘the most underrated plant nutrient.” 

Sulfur is a major building block from which proteins 
are made, and plants are the source of all sulfur used 
by animals. In addition to its role as a protein raw ma- 
terial, sulfur is essential to the formation of chlorophyll. 

The institute did not make a recommendation for 
sulfur fertilization, but I found that gypsum or calcium 
sulfate is an excellent source from which plants can 
draw this vital element. A hundred pounds of gypsum 
to 1,000 square feet is the maximum dose to be used. 


Dead trees sprout foliage 


Scientists working with radioactive phosphorus have 
proved that trees take up phosphorus one season but 
don’t use it until the next year. This already was 
known in the case of nitrogen, and is probably true 
of other plant food elements as well. 

I had a dramatic demonstration last summer. In 
the dead of winter, 1949, I brushed the bark of a big 
catalpa tree on my property with 2,4,5-T in oil. I was 
certain this would kill the tree, but it leafed out 
normally in the spring of 1950. When the leaves con- 
tinued to grow, I scraped away the bark to a height of 
four feet and found it dead, with no connection be- 
tween roots and branches. The tree continued to grow 
well into August, entirely on food stored in the wood 
of the tree above ground level. So if you are using one 
of the 2,4,5-T-in-oil chemicals to kill trees, don’t be 
impatient if you still have foliage next spring. 


Prevents labels from rotting 


The thin, wooden labels used for marking plants in the 
garden seldom last one season, due to rotting. 

This past spring and summer, I used labels which 
had been dipped in pentachlorophenol and dried for 
several months. They have lasted many times as long 
as untreated labels, and probably will still be legible 
and unrotted next spring. 

After soaking, the labels should dry over winter 
before using because the material is harmful to plants.

How to stuff turkey: Salt the in- 
side cavity—!¢ teaspoon salt per 
pound of bird. Don’t pack the 
stuffing. An overstuffed bird makes 
a soggy dressing, and bird may 
burst during roasting. If vou’re not 
planning to roast bird right away, 
chill stuffing before filling bird 


How to truss: Bind legs and wings 
closely to body of the bird. It will 
cook more evenly, brown more 
evenly, look better on the platter, 
and carve more easily. After stuff- 
ing bird, skewer neck skin to back 
Fold wings so tips hold neck skin 
Close body cavity opening with 
skewers and cord. Tie legs to tail 


How to roast: Grease skin with 
melted cooking fat. Place bird 
breast down in shallow pan. Use 
flat rack or V-rack. Unless bird has 
generous layers of fat underneath 
the skin, cover with rectangle of 
cheesecloth or thin white cloth 
large enough to cover top and 
sides. Do not cover pan; do not 
sear bird; do not add water. When 
bird is approximately three-fourths 
done according to timetable, turn it 
breast up, and replace cloth

What kind of memories 


are you building? 


in this hurrying, frightening world? 

“When I was a little boy,” 
reminisces my neighbor, ‘the old 
Barnum and Bailey circus always 
came to our town. Every year when 
the honeysuckle was in blossom, 
you’d hear the calliope down the 
street and every boy in town would 
be off like a shot. I'll never smell 
honeysuckle as long as I live with- 
out hearing those circus horses 
prancing and the drummers going 
by.” 


Many of the memories of child- 
hood are memories of the senses 
You smell drenched lilacs in a 
foreign land and weep for the 
memory of a littke New England 
town; you catch a whiff of frying 
chicken from an open doorway in a 
strange city, and you’re back again 
at Mother’s for Sunday supper 
under the chandelier; you hear 
bells ringing somewhere far away 
and are sleigh-riding once more on 
Christmas Eve. 

Children nowadays—especially 
city children—are often short- 
changed by a lack of memorable 
sounds and tastes and smells 
Christmas especially is the time for 
sweet and sensory memories—for 
the smell of fruitcake and bayberry 
candles and the sound of carols on 
a winter night. But all year long, 
from time to time, try this test. Ask 
yourself; ““What fragrance blooms 
in our yard or bakes in our oven 
that our child will remember? 
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What sounds, musical or-otherwise, 
will sometime remind him of what 
it was like to be a little boy in the 
middle of the twentieth century?” 

The modern world is full of 
sensory experience if only we take 
the trouble to find it. The voices of 
Scrooge and Tiny Tim on the radio 
on Christmas Eve; the lighting of 
the community Christmas tree; the 
hurrying holiday crowds in a great 
railway terminal; the smell of ham- 
burgers in the back-yard grill and 
of dill pickles and cheese at the 
delicatessen; the sound of foot- 
steps on the pavement on a foggy 
night; the bouquets of the balloon 
man flowering on a city street; an 
airplane landing with lights spar- 
kling like a Christmas tree—these 
are as unforgettable as the sights 
and souncls and smells of our own 


childhood. 


B. comforted by the certainty 
that our children will remember 
what belongs to their childhood as 
we remember what belonged to 
ours. But there are some basic expe- 
riences which no child should miss, 
Every child should have a chance 
to know the sound of bullfrogs in 
the spring; the music of a brook in 
the trout season; the smell of turn-

year a ceremonial of common days. 
In the spring, he sees the sap run- 
ning in the maple trees; in the 
autumn, he helps with the harvest; 
in December, he goes to the snowy 
woods for the Christmas tree. 
Children need to feel and re- 
member the rhythmic turning of 
the seasons. And even city parents 
should ceremonially celebrate the 
first fruits of the garden, the first 
fires of autumn, the first snow 


a the child’s memories are not 
all sensory. He remembers what 
makes him feel private, alone, aware 
of himself. 

All children need solitude. Re- 
member the afternoons when you 
came home from school and there 
was nobody home and the clock 
ticked so loudly and the house 
seemed to strange and silent, you 
felt as though you had gone 
through the looking glass into 
another world? 

A child needs catch-up times, 
oases of serenity, when he is just 
being and not striving. But this 
important sense of aloneness is hard 
to achieve in the modern home. 

At my grandmother’s you could 
build a house in the dark under the 
front veranda or dream over old 
chests in the attic on a rainy after- 
noon. There is no place to be pri- 
vate in many of today’s homes. 
Many children do not even have a 
room of their own. We shall have 
to learn over again to provide hid- 
den corners in house and yard, 
hideaways of safety for a child’s 
secret self. A stone wall with a flat 
top hidden under an apple tree is a 
fine retreat; so is a window seat 
with curtains that can be pulled to 
hide you; or an attic with a secret 
door. 


O; course, your child will re- 
member solitude with joy only if 
there is not too much of it. A 
wonderful thing about Christmas 
as it used to be is that there were so 
many aunts around and uncles and 
cousins. For one of the best of all a 
child’s memories is the feeling of 
closeness with grownups. It’s a 
funny thing, but we don’t remem- 
ber our childhood playmates very 
much. What we did together, yes; 
but the child himself is a kind of 
symbol which loses reality as we 
leave our childhood. 

Not so with grownups. Few of us 
lack the memory of an unforget- 
table character, a unique adult, as 
real to us now as he was in our 
childhood. 

I remember an uncle, a teller of 
tall tales, who could never resist 
gathering children around him to 
listen to his Puckish yarns. ‘‘When 
I was in Venezuela,” he would be- 
gin with the utmost gravity, 
though, as we all knew, he had 
never set foot beyond his own 
country. And an hour later, we 
would still be listening raptly to 
tales of milk which flew from the 
cow’s udder straight to butter 
frames on the ceiling and blue- 
berries so big you could climb to 
the top of one to escape a bear. 

He was at his best on Christmas 


Eve when he would assemble us 
around the big Franklin stove 
with the lights turned low, ‘“‘be- 
cause Santa Claus doesn’t want 
you to see him,’’—and somehow 
prompt us into inventing wonder- 
ful tales of our own which a de- 
lighted Santa Claus, who must 
providentially have been sitting on 
the roof, rewarded with a rain of 
lollipops and pennies. 

If we are not watchful, modern 
children may lose this happy con- 
tact with us fabulous oldsters. We 
are so carefully “‘teen-agers,”’ or 
“young adults,” or just plain 
adults. And when we do pass the 
line of youth, it is as pals, under- 
standing and controlled, hiding 
all our idiosyncrasies. But children 
need to remember grownups with a 
salty tang and adult life as 
mysterious and exciting and just 
bevond their reach. 


I, is fine for a boy to go fishing 
with Dad and Grandfather and 
hang around in a place like an old 
country store where boys are only 
tolerated and the talk is racy and 
adult. It is good for children to sit 
in, reasonably quiet, when there is 
exhilarating talk with company at 
the dinner table, and it is good for 
them to go visiting relatives with 
Mother and Dad—especially if one 
of the relatives is an old codger with 
a perverse temper, a fascinating 
life history, and a knack for telling 
salty stories. 

The child remembers other peo- 
ple because they are exciting and 
stimulating. But he remembers 
Mother and Father because they 
love him. Over and over again, 
psychologists tell us that emotional 
security comes from remembered 
love. But what makes a child re- 
member love? 

Turn back your memories again 
to the Christmas of long ago. Why 
are we so sure that Christmas was 
better then than now? Isn’t it be- 
cause we were children then and 
Mother and Dad were there, mov- 
ing about downstairs on Christmas 
Eve with whispers and soft laugh- 
ter, planning who knew what de- 
lights for their children? 

Remember, too, the time you 
had measles and Mother read you 
Pinocchio and brought you float- 
ing island pudding on the silver 
tray; or the day you lost your kitten 
and Dad stayed home from work 
and drove you all over town calling 
and lJooking? 


= is a quality, not a quantity 
It is as much at home in an apart- 
ment as in a farmhouse. It belongs 
to a mother who must work to help 
support the family as well as to a 
mother who stays in her own kitch- 
en. Its test, I think, is this: When 
Mother and Dad must choose be- 
tween their plans and a child in 
need, how sure is the child that he 
will be chosen? 

For better or for worse, the quali- 
ty of your love for your child is 
forever blazed on his memory. But 
he remembers his own achieve- 
ments, too. Once I heard a cele- 
brated statesman say, “You know

What's wrong with this family?

What’s right. In this day of small 
families and small homes, it’s good 
to have occasional visits from rel- 
atives. Children need the fun and 
the feeling of belonging to a group 
larger than just their immediate 
family. The bringing of gifts is an 
age-old prerogative of visiting rela- 
tives and is as desirable a part of a 
child’s life as Santa Claus 

In this particular family, Alice 
and Aunt Jenny were both partly 
right. Alice had a right to be angry 
at Judy for breaking the bowl, es- 
pecially after she had warned her 
not to touch it. A mild spanking 
would have been alJ right as a 
means of reminding Judy that she 
can’t destroy other people’s prop- 
erty 


What’s wrong. It’s Will who is 


wrong—and on two counts: (1) 


Judy zsn’t a baby and should not be 


allowed to feel that being young is 
an excuse for not behaving proper- 
ly; (2) he shouldn't have interfered 
in what Alice wanted to do. Lack of 
agreement between his parents in 
matters of discipline is more dis- 
tressing to a child than the dis- 
cipline itself. 

The incident is a good illustra- 
tion of how hard it is to lay down 
rules of discipline. 

Judy did need reproof because 
she did know what she was doing 
when she picked up the bow!—and 
she had disobeyed a direct order. 
Whether a spanking or scolding 
would have been better depends on 
the age of the child, the way he re- 
acts, and also the way you feel and 
react. A child of 4 can be reasoned 
with about his behavior, but too 
long and wordy a scolding may 
only confuse and leave him with a 
lot of uneasy, buried feelings that 
he is all bad. Or scoldings may just 
“go in one ear and out the other.” 

A little spanking is sometimes 
better, because a “‘naughty”’ child 
is usually showing that he is feeling 
angry about something inside. A 


spanking gives him a chance to get 
his unhappy feelings out through a 
good, hard cry. This may also 
enable him to reveal the cause of the 
anger which provoked his “‘naugh- 
tiness.”” This is what you really 
need to know and handle. 

It is usually best to use the dis- 
cipline which comes most natural 
to you. Alice’s first impulse was to 
spank Judy—a normal and natural 
way to feel and no cause for shame 
on her part. Anger is an emotion 
all parents share. It is good for 
children to know that their parents 
are “human” too, and have the 
same feelings as themselves. A child 
like Judy is not too young to learn 
that her mother does feel anger 
when Judy does something wrong. 
But it is also important for Judy to 
know that anger does not mean that 
Mom or Dad doesn’t love her. 
Affection, blended with discipline, 
helps a youngster learn to control 
wrong impulses and develop ac- 
ceptable standards of behavior.

Sheer curtains

I you haven’t shopped for sheer curtains lately, you’ve a 
big surprise coming. Chances are you'll hardly recognize 
your store’s curtain department. The shelves now are alive 
with color. You'll even see sheers in printed designs. And 
you'll find good news on the labels: “‘pre-shrunk,”’ “‘fire- 
resistant,” “no ironing necessary.” 

Yes, buying curtains today is more fun than it used to be. 
But it takes more know-how. You'll have to decide which 
of many materials on the market will serve you best: cotton, 
rayon, silk, nylon, glass fiber, Fiber V, or a new fabric made 
from acrylic fiber. You'll also want to be able to recognize 
weaves like ninon, marquisette, organdy, lace, and a num- 
ber of new novelty sheers. 
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Buy them pleated, ready to hang, if you wish. Drawn, they cut 


Signs of quality 


Fineness of fabric. Two fabrics of 
the same fiber and weave can vary 
a lot in quality. The more threads 
per inch, and the finer these threads 
are, the more beautiful and service- 
able the fabric. You probably 
won't carry a microscope to count 
the threads, but your eye alone 
and the feel of the cloth can tell 
you which of the two materials you 
compare is finer. When you buy 
ready-made curtains, of course, you 
can’t compare fabrics. But you can 
be pretty sure that curtains which 
show quality workmanship have 
quality fabric. Quality workman- 
ship is usually not wasted on poor 
fabric 

Washability. Reliable makers of 
ready-mades clearly label their 
curtains for washability. Some of 
them go a step further and give in- 
structions for correct laundering. 
If you’re buying sheer fabric for 
making your curtains, ask the sales- 
person if it’s washable. 

Shrink-resistance. To be safely 
washable, the curtain you purcha’ 
should be labeled “shrink-res 
ant,” “pre-shrunk,” or ‘Sanfor- 
ized.” Labels like this assure you 
that the fabric will not shrink more 
than 1 or 2 percent. 

Permanent finish. Quality sheers 
have permanent finishes—cottons

What to do with 


['.. way your roses bloom in June can depend in large 


measure on the care you give them now—especially in the 
colder areas 

Real purpose of winter rose protection isn’t to keep plants 
warm. It’s to keep soil and plant temperatures as uniform as 
possible when the ground is frozen, to prevent alternate 
freezing and thawing. No mulching is needed until soil is 
frozen. 

To make sure yours come through winter safely, here are 
basic points on pruning and winter protection to know. 


Stiff-caned climber. Paul's Scarlet is most popular of the large- 
flowered climbing roses, has looser clusters than the ramblers. It has 
fewer but sturdier, harder-to-bend canes. As on ramblers, blooms are 
produced on 2-year-old canes developed during the previous season 


Pruning. Because large-flow- 
ered climbers don’t grow as 
many new canes as ramblers, 
all canes that have flowered 
should not be removed. Cut 
out scaly or diseased canes at 
ground level every three or 
four years, but only old canes 
to make room for fresh growth. 

Cut back side shoots to the 
second bud on all canes. Black 

















marks show where to make 
cut. Prune large-flowered 
climbers sparingly in spring 
































Winter protection. Large-flowered climbers should 
be mounded with soil —at least 8 inches deep, around 
the base of plants — after the first hard frost. The soil 
mound protects the lower part of the plant, insures 
against complete loss. 

Where temperatures drop to 10 below zero, take 
canes from supports, bend them over a rounded ob- 
ject, and lay them on ground or along shelter of a 
wall. Tie canes together and pin close to ground with 
wire. Where mercury skids to 20 below, cover canes 
lightly with soil and mulch with straw, or leaves

Hybrid teas, floribundas, and hybrid perpetuals should also 
be protected with an 8-inch mound of soil around base of 
canes in colder regions, more where the weather is severe. 

Soil temperatures rarely get below 20 degrees 2 inches be- 
low the ground surface, even when the alr temperatures are 
far below zero. You may use rock wool or other insulation 
instead of soil, if you like. Apply a mulch of brush and 
leaves between mounds only after ground has been frozen 


®@ Shrub and old-fashioned roses need no winter protec- 
tion in most areas, only soil mounding in extreme cold. 
Miniature roses will need a cover of soil in 10-below-zero 
regions, and soil cover plus mulch in colder places. 

Tree roses should be laid on the ground, covered with 
soil, and mulched where temperatures reach 10 below, In 
extreme northerly areas, roots should be loosened on one 
side and the plants bent to the ground and covered with 
several inches of soil.

Break up your utility room 


iF took a long while, but the basementless house has 
now been generally accepted as a practical idea. At any 
rate, 40 percent of you who built homes last year decided 
you didn’t want below-ground space. 

By getting rid of the basement and moving its contents 
upstairs, you've taken a long step forward. But you lose 
almost everything you gain by putting all this equipment 
in a utility room. And almost everyone who built last 
year, whether with or without a basement, had a utility 
room 

Why? 

The main reasons for staying aboveground are cost 
and convenience. But what's convenient about jamming 
laundry equipment, furnace, water heater, workshop 
equipment, and storage space in one room—masquerad- 
ing under the misnomer of ‘‘utility room.”

Are you homeless 
in a model house?

TR your house rule you and your 
family? Are you more interested in keeping 
the building you live in and the grounds 
around it shined and polished and trimmed 
than you are in having your children 
really enjoy their home? Do you find your- 
self saying “Stop!” all the time because you 
don’t want things mussed up? 

It’s awfully easy to turn into that kind 
of a mother—or that kind of a dad. The 
kids come tearing in to tell you the news 
about the moving van down the street, and 
they leave mud all over the clean floor. 
You holler at them; they sulk away, their 
story untold, your nerves jangling. 

Or your small daughter begs you to let 
her sweep the garage. You know you'll 
probably have to do it over again, that she'll 
get herself full of dust and dirt. So you turn 
down her offer. Go out and play, you say. 
Or, if you’re a dad, maybe you say, “Beat 
it.” Anyway, your expression says: “Don’t 
bother me. The house is more important 
than you are.” 

Some people I know might win prizes 
for the physical perfection of their homes. 
But when I drop in to see them, their homes 
seem fragile, silent, and unreal. The win- 
dows are too clean. The woodwork doesn’t 
show a finger mark. There’s nothing out of 
place in the living room. Where are the 
children? “Oh, they’re outside. They can’t 
play in the house.” If it’s raining, they’re 
upstairs. ““You know I never allow the 
children in the living room.” 


How can there be any family feeling of 
warmth and love and understanding in 
such an antiseptic atmosphere? Is that 
what a home means? Mentally I write my 
friend’s epitaph: “‘Here lies a good house- 
keeper. God rest her soul.” 

One of my superneat friends lives in a 
beautiful, modern Ranch house. I say 
“lives in,’ though the house actually 


doesn’t look lived in. It looks as though it 
had been plucked right off the floor of a 
department store and put on its plot of 
land. On Sunday afternoons I go in hope- 
fully and think this time, I'll find the Sun- 
day papers strewn around the floor. Or an 
ash tray may be dirty. Or it might even 
happen miraculously that Peter would be 
sprawled on the floor reading the funnies. 

Only it doesn’t happen. Even on Sun- 
days, with all the family at home, the house 
is inviolable. To start some activity, I once 
gave the young, preschool daughter a box 
of finger paints for a birthday. But it did no 
good. She has never gotten to use them. 
They make too much mess. 


Im afraid these efficient people would be 
horribly shocked if they dropped in on me 
some rainy day. They might find the din- 
ing-room furniture out in the hall, con- 
verted into a mountain cave with the aid of 
the extra blankets. They wouldn’t approve 
of the kitten sleeping in the doll’s bed in 
front of the fireplace. 

Or the kitchen table, covered with poster 
paints and a damp, bright-colored scroll 
decorated by a boy interested in Chinese 
history. It wouldn’t look a bit like the spot- 
less model kitchens in the advertisements. 

But who cares? Which is more important 
—house or family, possessions or people, 
the condition of your child’s room or en- 
couraging his curiosity? You don’t achieve 
genuine family life by merely taking super- 
ficial care of your family’s physical needs 
and giving them a “‘nice”’ place to live. 

Children are quick to sense whether they 
are really part of the family or merely little 
nuisances, confined to one portion of the 
house, isolated from grown-up activities, 
told to go away when they offer to help be- 
cause they might spill or drop or break 
something.

Are we staking 
our luture On a 
crop of sissies? 


You have a horror of seeing your son a 
pantywaist, but he won’t get red blood and 
self-reliance if you leave the whole job 


of making a he-man of him to his mother 


By Andre Fontaine 


A few months ago Randolph B. Smith, noted educator and 
director of New York’s Little Red Schoolhouse, was in 
Pennsylvania station seeing his sister, her husband, and their 
two children, 4 and 8, off to Boston. While they were waiting 
for the gates to be opened, the 8-year-old spotted an esca- 
lator and raced off to take a ride. The 4-year-old ran 
after him. 

His mother started after him to bring him back, but her 
husband caught her arm. “Let him go,” he said, “‘he’ll be 
all right.” 

The mother hesitated a moment, then subsided. With 
solemn faces and sparkling eyes, the two kids took their ride 
and came whooping back to their parents, delighted with 
their adventure. Smith, who understands a great deal about 
youngsters and their parents, smiled quietly. 

*“T doubt very much,” he said later, “if that boy ever gets 
called a sissy. Of course, it was just a tiny incident, but it 
contains the elements of the whole problem of how to help 
a kid grow into an independent, mature man. 


M, sister, you see, was exercising a mother’s perfectly 
normal and necessary instinct to protect her children from 
possible harm. My brother-in-law appreciated this, but he 
also knew that a boy has to have chances to try things on his 
own, to go off on new adventures. He understood that it is a 
father’s job to encourage his son to adventure.” 

Our concern lest our children—boys or girls—become 
sissies is so deep-seated that the eminent English anthro- 
pologist Geoffrey Gorer, after studying Americans for 10 
years, called it “the overriding fear of every American 
parent.” The psychologists, educators, sociologists, and 
child-development experts with whom I talked about the 
problem say the fears are well grounded. Millions of Ameri- 
can boys and girls, they say, are so far on their way to being 
sissies that only professional help will save many of them. 

There are many reasons for this—some of which go deep 
into the fabric of American economic and social life. Too 
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Every boy has to know adventure, try things on his own. He has to learn 
to live in a man's world. He'll never be a real man if he doesn't 


many fathers are not fully grown up and self-reliant them- 
selves. The same is true of many mothers. Too often the 
early years of a boy’s life are dominated by women—his 
mother, his aunts, his school teachers. But the biggest single 
reason is absent fathers. Our industrial society has lifted fathers 
out of the home for 8, 10, or 12 hours a day and given them 
an absorbing—and demanding—life quite apart from their 
families. 

These causes are deep and long-range, but fortunately 
they all don’t have to be solved before a boy can grow into a 
red-blooded and independent manhood. Even if you are 
away from home all day, you can make it up to your children 
during the hours you are home—if you know how and really 
want to. It is necessary, however, to understand just what a 
sissy is, how he gets that way, and what you can do to pre- 
vent—or cure—it. 


A sissy,’ says Dr. Luther E. Woodward, psychologist and 
co-ordinator of the New York State Mental Health Com- 
mission, “‘is a boy (or girl) who gets too much satisfaction 
from what his mother does for him and not enough from 
what he does for himself.” 

Don’t blame your wife. It’s a perfectly normal instinct 
for every mother to try to protect her child from harm. It’s 
also a necessary instinct, since babies are virtually helpless. 
But if she is to be a mother, instead of what has been recently 
and widely castigated as a “‘mom,” she must balance her 
instinct to protect with an opposite one to let her offspring 
learn to look out for himself. 

Otherwise she never sets him free to learn, to experiment, 
to feed enough on the internal nourishment of self-reliance 
to stand on his own feet, make his own decisions, marry a 


girl who will fit and round out his personality (instead of 


another mother), and raise a healthy, well-adjusted family 
of his own.

Give your wife complete care of your 
youngster for the first two years of his life, 
and he is well on his way toward being 
overdependent on her. After all, she does 
everything for him—feeds him when he’s 
hungry, changes him when he’s wet, com- 
forts him when he’s hurt—it’s no wonder 
he begins to look to her for all his wants 
and needs.

There was a good example of 
what he meant in our neighbor- 
hood a few vears ago Jerry Elwell 
(that’s not his name; I’m sparing 
his blushes) had a boy, Matt, 
whose muscles were exceptionally 
well co-ordinated for his age and 
who was so stocky at 3 years that 
we called him “‘the keg that walks 
like a man.”’ One Saturday after- 
noon, Jerry was sawing wood in 
the side yard when his neighbor 
came running over and said, “Hey 
Do you know where Matt is?” 


} ae stopped sawing ““He’s 
around here somewhere. Why?” 

“He is not. He’s about 8 feet 
from the top of that big oak out 
front.” 

By the time Jerry got there, half 
a dozen other neighbors were clus- 
tered excitedly around the tree, 
talking about getting ladders and 
ropes and calling the fire depart- 
ment. Jerry cocked an eye at the 
youngster and said, “Hey, Matt! 
Want a sucker?” 

Matt looked 
Daddy.” 

“Well,” said Jerry, “come on 
down and get it, then.” 

And he turned and walked to- 
ward the house. In about three 
minutes, Matt barged in and col- 
lected. Later Jerry said, ““What 
was the sense of getting all excited. 
The kid knows how to climb trees 
—I took time to teach him. If we'd 
kicked up a holy show, he might 
have gotten scared and fallen.” 

One of the reasons boys stand 
more danger of bec OmMINg SISsies to- 
day is because we're no longer a 
nation of farmers. 

On the farm, a boy went into the 
barns and fields, working alongside 
his father. The more he learned, the 
more independence and self-con- 
fidence he had, because he was do- 
ing men’s work. 

But today most families don’t 
live on farms. If you’re like most 
fathers, you do your work away 
from home. Your boy has no 
chance to work with you or to

down. 
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learn men’s skills unless you take 
the trouble to teach him evenings 
and weekends. One friend of mine 
who has found ways to do this with 
his two boys and their sister is Prof. 
Hans Krusa, of the New York Uni- 
versity School of Retailing. 

He started when his oldest boy, 
Paul, was two. He was putting up 
curtain rods one day, using a step- 
ladder. First, he taught Paul which 
was the hammer, the screwdriver, 
the pliers. Then he went up the lad- 
der, purposely forgetting the tools. 
At the top he stopped. **Paul,”” he 
said, “I guess I forgot the hammer 
Can't do the job without it. Will 
you bring it up please?” 

Paul labored up the ladder 
while his dad waited. As they 
moved from window to window, he 
“forgot” several more times. As a 
result the job took about twice as 
long as if he'd done it without 
Paul’s help, but also as a result 
when they were finished, Paul an- 
nounced with great pride that “We 
put up the curtain rods.” 

“If you think a moment,”’ Krusa 
said, ‘“‘you find that every house- 
hold job has some operation simple 
enough for a youngster to do—like 
sorting nails when you build some- 
thing, stirring paint, and so on. As 
the boy gets older, you make his 
part more difficult. But you have to 
sel] him on the idea that his part of 
the job is important, otherwise 
he'll lose interest.”

Thus, when Krusa is working 
with cement, Paul helps mix with 
a short-handled hoe. And every 
now and then Krusa stops, looks at 
the mortar critically, and says, 
“This cement is no good; it needs 
more mixing.’ So Paul turns to 
with renewed vigor, and Krusa 
waits until he’s finished—to show 
that the whole job depends on him. 

If you help your son do things 
like these early enough and con- 
tinuously enough, you'll never 
have to worry about raising a sissy. 
Furthermore, you'll never have 
trouble getting him to help out 
around the house when he gets 
older. But if you haven’t and sud-

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denly ask Johnny, aged 12, to cut 
the lawn, you can’t, in justice, get 
sore when he shirks the job. 


D.. Ernest Osborne, president of 
the National Council on Family Re- 
lations, adds that if you'll give your 
kids a part in household work when 
they're little, you'll often be amazed 
at how much they know. Not long 
ago Osborne was having trouble 
with the screen door on his trailer. 
The door was hinged in the center 
so it folded back on itself. The 
problem was to put some kind of 
handle on the inside which wouldn't 
keep it from folding flat when it 
was open, and by which you could 
pull it shut. 

He fooled with it for half an hour 
and got nowhere. Half-joking, Os- 
borne asked his 7-year-old daugh- 
ter what she'd do. “That's easy,” 
she piped, “I'd nail a little piece of 
leather on the crossbar.” 

“In trying to do more things with 
his boy,”’ said Osborne, ‘“‘a father 
has a right to expect a certain 
amount of help from schools, 
churches, and youth organizations. 
For example, a couple of years ago 
I was in Middletown, Connecticut. 
The school there opened its wood- 
working shop certain nights to 
fathers and sons—not fathers alone 
or sons alone.” 

Fortunately some youth organi- 
zations are realizing this need more 
and more of late. The Y.M.C.A., 
for one, has a booming program 
aimed at answering just this need. 
It’s called the Indian Guide Pro- 
gram, and it has more than 500 
“tribes” in 26 states. 

The whole aim is to get fathers 
and boys, aged 6 to 9, working to- 
gether at all sorts of things—wood- 
and metalcraft, hiking, camping, 
sports. 

“We're getting a tremendous 
response from fathers,” said George 
Corwin, senior secretary for boys’ 
work of the National Council, 
Y.M.C.A,. “Their letters pour in 
every week—and most of them 
sound like a revival meeting. In 
fact, that’s one of our problems: 
The fathers get so enthusiastic they 
want to continue the association 
when the boys get over the age limit. 

“That's fine in one way. But 
when a boy is 10 or 12, he should be 
developing more and more interests 
outside the home, among others of 
his own age. That’s when the father 
has to begin to let go.” 


Bu: not too much, and only on 
one condition. If you’ve worked 
with your boy during the early 
years, he knows you like and re- 
spect him. You’ve been a model 
he could copy, and you've taught 
him men’s skills. So now’s the time 
to let him try his wings. 

On the other hand, if you haven’t 
been around enough to be a real 
father to him, he still has these 
things to learn. And you've got a 
tough and delicate situation to 
solve. The chances are that in your 
absence he’s given his first affection 
to his mother. Maybe, he’s even

emotions, his viewpoint after his 
mother’s. If so, he’s pretty close to 
being a sissy. 

A boy doesn’t have to look like 
a sissy to be one. How do you tell? 


| many times a week does 
your wife say, “Put your rubbers 
on, Johnny?” How many times a 
term does she go to school to “‘stick 
up” for him? How many places 
is he not allowed to go or ride his 
bike to; how many sports are “too 
dangerous?” How tight a leash does 
his mother keep on him after school 
hours—must he always be home or 
is he allowed, fairly often, to disap- 
pear on adventures of his own? 

We tend to think that if a boy 
is big and athletic, he’s O.K. But 
the critical question is, who makes 
his decisions? Often a kid who is 
skinny, bookish, and quiet has 
stubborn moral courage that makes 
him much more his own man. 

If some of these signs tell you that 
your son is too dependent on his 
mother, what can you do to help 
him? One thing is sure: You can’t 
make a head-on, bull-in-the-china- 
shop approach. If in an effort to 
“be a pal,” you insist that the boy 
go to a football game with you 
when he'd rather go out and chase 
butterflies, you'll get nowhere 
Cracks like ‘“‘why don’t you go out 
with the gang instead of going 
everywhere with your mother?” 
will only get you trouble 

You have to be careful and 
thoughtful about it, to find out 
what the boy’s real interests are. A 
good way is to note what he asks for 
money for. If you can find a hobby 
or a sport that both you and the 
boy are interested in, that’s swell. 


[; you try to use Saturday after- 
noon jobs around the house to get 
close to your son. you can’t allow 
a boy of 12 or 13 only piddling 
tasks like going to get the hammer 
or holding the ladder. You have to 
give him a responsible part, in plan- 
ning the job and in doing it 

But at the same time, you have 
to consider your wife’s side of 
things. If she has woven the kind of 
apron strings around her son that 
makes a sissy, the chances are she 
needs him pretty badly for emotional 
satisfaction of one kind or another 
For your son’s sake, you have to 
help him break those emotional 
ties, but if you do it crudely, you're 
liable to drive his mother into 
clinging even more fiercely to him. 
So you have to help her to let go 

Usually, as a boy enters his teens, 
his mother sees him growing away 
from her just at a time when she’s 
beginning to worry about losing 
her physical attractiveness. This is 
a difficult time for any woman. 

“To compensate for her loss, a 
husband should be a little more 
romantic at this time,”’ says Smith 
“I don’t mean he should dash 
around being the gay blade, be- 
cause that’s probably phoney, and 
his wife will know it. But he should 
be more considerate, should re- 
member the little touches like 


candy and flowers. He should re- 
assure her of her attractiveness 
and the security of their marriage 
maybe by recalling memories of. 
or re-creating—their high moments 
together. That way she will not 
need the boy so terribly.” 

Another way you can help your 
wife let go of your son is to encour- 
age interests outside the home. 

Encouraging the boy’s interest 
in other grownups will also help 
him. Adolescence is the age of hero- 
worship—for a teacher, a coach, an 
older neighbor, or relative. Your 
boy may listen to his hero when 
he won’t listen to you. 


Nat long ago Kermit Eby, then 
national education director of the 
C.1.0., quit his job and took an- 
other at the University of Chicago 
for less money. He was nearly at 
the top of his chosen career; he had 
power and influence; he hob- 
nobbed with the biggest wheels in 
America. Why give all that up? 
“Because,” said Eby, “the de- 
mands of my job are so strong, I 
couldn’t be a real father to my 
children. I know of no labor leader, 
except one, and only a handful of 
industrialists who have time enough 
to be fathers. They don’t know 
what they’re missing.” 

The real clincher comes from 
Doctor Osborne. He has a class in 
which are eight G.I. fathers. Seven 
of them have two children, the 
first born while they were overseas, 
the second born after they came 
home. One day they got to talking 
and all seven agreed that they 
felt warmer, more affectionate to- 
ward, and more a part of the second 
child. Why? Because each had 
helped in the feeding, bathing, and 
diapering of number two. 

“| doubt very much,” said Os- 
borne, “that there'll be any sissies 
among those seven youngsters.”

How you feed a pup is more important than what time of year you get him 


By Rassell K. Lowry 


Santa promised my 4-year-old 
son a dog. But I understand it’s a 
little hazardous to take on a so-called 


winter puppy. Is that right?— 
fee ke Virginia. 

A winter pup is just as hardy as a 
summer one. The hazardous part 
rests with the new master. Pick a 
robust-looking animal, take it 
home and feed it well—and you'll 
have no worries. Correct feeding is 
about 90 percent of good puppy 
care. 


Every so often the pads of our 
dog's feet turn pink. Th » color then 
goes away gradually. What's the 
cause?—J. E. L., Illinois. 

Changes in color pigment of the 
skin are believed due to shock, sud- 
den fright, or nervous disorder. 
The affliction, called impetigo, is 
dealt with very casually in books 
on dog diseases, indicating that not 
too much is known about it. 


My dog was sick for 3 months 
before he died. He was listless, 
weak, walked around in a stupor, 
and had fits. Could he have Gos 
poisoned?—M. M., New York. 

It hardly seems your dog was 
poisoned; practically all poisons 
act sooner. Strychnine, for ex- 
ample, kills a dog within a few 
minutes. He may have had an af- 
fliction of the brain, though this is 
only a guess. A liver or kidney ail- 
ment could also produce the symp- 
toms you describe. Only an autopsy 
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would have supplied the answer. 
Your dog’s death points to the 
value of X-ray diagnosis at the 
first sign of fits. Fits are always a 
danger signal. 


My 2-year-old female dog is very 
nervous. She suffers occasionally 
from false pregnancy. Will having 
her bred eliminate these trowbles?— 
Mrs. V. K., Texas. 

I hardly think the dog’s nervous 
energy will be lessened by mating, 
though the responsibilities of moth- 
erhood and nursing will momen- 
tarily cut down on the jumpiness. 
However, the inclination to false 
pregnancy should be curbed by 
mating. 


Our female Irish Setter, a year 
old, is going to have papi. Is 
there any special care she should 
have?—W. A. S., Illinois. 

Begin now to step up her meat 
supply and add 1% teaspoon of 
powdered calcium gluconate and 1 
teaspoon of cod-liver oil to her 
daily ration. Also give her lots of 
slightly warmed milk as an early-

What you should know before 


and rayons, so they won’t fuzz up 
and go limp when washed; nylons, 
so they'll have crispness. Fabric 
with a permanent finish may cost 
a little more, but appearance and 
durability are worth it. 

Colorfastness. Now that brilliant 
fashion colors have invaded the 
sheer-curtain field, colorfastness is 
more important than ever. Many 
dyes used in sheer curtains are fast 
to washing. However, none can be 
guaranteed colorfast to sunlight. 
Direct sunlight will fade almost 
any dye eventually. Check the 
label and consult your clerk about 
colorfastness of sheer curtains you 
plan to buy. 

Good tailoring. If you’re going to 
buy ready-made panels or ruffled 
curtains, look for straight hems; 
square corners; fine, even stitching; 
and wide, full ruffles. 


Materials to look for 


Cotton sheers are lovelier than 
ever. Pre-shrinking and permanent 
finishing mean they'll keep their 
size and will stay crisp and fresh 
longer. But be sure of what you're 
buying. Cotton is used in some of 
the poorest as well as some of the 
finest sheer curtains. The price can 
range from 15 cents for narrow, 
poorly finished marquisette to $3 
and more per yard for imported 
eyelet muslin. Cheap cottons are 
not worth even the low price you 
pay. Fine cottons, on the other 
hand, will keep their shape and 
good looks through many careful 
washings. 

Rayons make a sheerer fabric 
than cotton, and they drape grace- 
fully. They are today’s most popu- 
lar fabric for glass curtains in living 
and dining rooms. Like cotton, 
rayon (whether acetate or viscose) 
is only as good as its finish. To 
make sure the curtain you buy 
keeps its size, shape, and beauty, 
select one that is pre-shrunk and 
has a permanent finish. (Cheap 
rayon sheers may shrink beyond 
use in a single washing.) 

Nylon has made possible a cur- 
tain without many of the faults 
often associated with sheers: Well- 
made nylom fabric won’t shrink or 
sag; it wears well; and doesn’t have 
to be stretched or ironed (though 
many women say that pressing 
with a slightly warm iron improves 
nylon’s appearance). Nylon ab- 
sorbs little moisture, is not weak- 
ened by mildew. If you live in a 
damp climate, make sure any finish 
used on the nylon is similarly un- 
affected. Properly finished nylon 
curtains will not catch fire, but 
they will melt at high temperatures. 
Nylon curtains are available ready- 
made or through your store’s dra- 
pery workshop. Many stores will 
sell you nylon fabric by the yard. 

Glass fiber fabric drapes softly like 
silk, rayon, or nylon. This mate- 
rial is resistant to mildew and 
won't shrink, stretch, sag, or burn 
Biggest advantage of glass fiber 
from homemaker’s point of view is 
its washability. Manufacturers 


claim it can be hand-washed, hung 
at the windows, and dried in seven 
minutes. No ironing is necessary. 

Silk, long the queen of fabrics for 
clothes, holds a similar place in the 
curtain world. Some decorators 
feel that the graceful drape and 
luster of silk are unmatched by 
man-made fibers. Since silk has 
natural resistance to shrinkage, it’s 
combined with cotton or rayon in 
some new fabrics. 

Linen has returned to the curtain 
picture with revival of theatrical 
gauze. Chief advantages are its 
crispness, luster, and ability to be 
dyed brilliant colors. 

Acrylic fiber may be new to you, 
but you'll be hearing more about 
it under a shorter trade name. 
Born in the same laboratories that 
created nylon, this fiber shares 
most of its sister fiber’s virtues. It 
has excellent draping qualities and 
a luxurious luster. It will resist 
damage from smoke, fumes, salt 
air, and radiator heat. Most out- 
standing quality is its resistance to 
that old enemy of curtains: strong 
sunlight. As for washability, the 
makers of this new fabric claim 
that its looks will improve every 
time you wash it. 

Fiber V is even newer than acrylic 
fiber. It’s so new, in fact, that you 
probably won't find it in your 
stores for many months. Fiber V 
looks and acts like nylon and acryl- 
ic fiber, but it is not chemically re- 
lated to them. It’s so young that 
even its manufacturers are still 
learning what it can do. 

If you plan to make your own 
curtains, cotton or rayon fabrics are 
easiest to handle. Curtains of nylon 
and acrylic-fiber fabric can be 
sewed at home if your store carries 
these materials for home sewing. 
Use nylon thread and follow the 
procedure recommended for sew- 
ing nylon. Unlike any other fab- 
ric, nylon should be cut straight 
across the material without follow- 
ing the thread.

To keep everybody happy, | stopped at a nursery on the way home, and we 
did buy ourselves a live Christmas tree, which we decorated in the usual spot 


Dee. 1 Bright, shiny, chilly, and 
here I be, with a touch of flu or 
something as hangover from the 
trip that Maggie and I made just 
recently up to Chicago. Took 
medicine regular like, and mebbe 
I’ve licked my trouble 

Anyhow, nary a bit of work was 
cone outdoors, other than to slip 
around with a fresh supply of feed 
for the birds. And great was my 
reward. Toward evening, Maggie 
called for me to come and see. 
There was the first downy wood- 
pecker of the season, having a 
hearty meal of the suet in the rack 
that hangs down from a limb on 
the big lilac bush outside the east 
dining-room window. 


Dee. 2 [ had the itch today—that 
is, the itch to get outdoors and get 
busy. My cold or flu is practically 
gone. But, says I to myself, Pll 
just convalesce for a day and take 
it easy some more. That’s hard to 
do, with so many outdoor chores 
that call. 


Dee. 3 Now out in the garage is a 
box of new roses which came some 


The day was somewhat chilly and 
windy, but | dug holes for the box of 
new roses which came while! was away 
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days since, but unplanted, having 
come while I was away. Delaved 
some more while I took pills to get 
over my wheezes and sneezes. But 
at last here is a sunny Saturday 
afternoon. No football game on the 
radio. And feeling well as common 
again 

So while David labored at get- 
ting out ashes, I did set to work to 
dig holes for the roses. The ground 
is still mild and mellow— ideal for 
working and planting. The day was 
somewhat windy and chilly but 
above freezing, and I was all 
bundled up. 

Believe it or not, I had a hard 
time digging those holes. I haven’t 
been working lately, and I’m get- 
ting sorta soft. So I'd keep stopping 
and resting aplenty. In due time, I 
had 15 holes dug—but there were 
18 roses in the box. 

Well, I got the 15 planted. After 
they were in, I heaped up soil over 
the tops, in the same way I’ve been 
hilling up the roses already grow- 
ing in the beds. 

Of these roses, two were bushes 
of Caprice, a new hybrid tea in- 
troduced not long since, that I 
want to try. All the rest were flori- 
bunda types—including two plants 
each of Frensham and Red Pinoc- 
chio, that I haven’t had _ yet. 
Others were varieties I already 
have but want more of—includ- 
ing Little Miss Muffet, Bouquet, 
Crimson Rosette, Alain, and Red 
Ripples. 

Just between us, the roses for 
folks to buy and plant are the 
floribundas. They are, in general, 
more hardy, more resistant to 
black spot, and they bloom prac- 
tically all the time. 

It may sound like too late here- 
about for planting roses—but not 
so. It can be done just as long as the

ground isn’t frozen and not too 
wet. Some of the best roses I have 
were planted about 12 years ago a 
weck or more later than this. Those 
bushes are still flourishing. Today, 
too, was ideal—much better than 
putting them out in the mud of 
early spring. 

After David got the ashes out, 
he took a turn at covering up some 
more of the other roses for winter, 
a job we’re working at by spells. 
Then he hauled bales of straw 
alongside the strawberry bed and 
the new iris bed for winter mulch- 
ing. It still isn’t time to put on this 
mulch. I don’t like to spread the 
straw until the temperature is down 
to around 20 and the ground is 
frozen. 


Dee. 4 Here it is Sunday, and

As we sat at the table, dinner 
about finished—bless my soul 
company arrived, totally unex- 
pected. A whole flock of company. 
It was the little chickadees, back 
once again. First we’ve had so far. 
But there were sunflower seeds in 
the box just outside the dining- 
room window. There was suet in 
that rack nearby. 

So while we dined inside, the 
little critters had their meal out- 
side, and did a lot of talking about 
it, amongst themselves. And scolded 
when Scratch, the dog, stood in- 
side the window and watched them. 

By the way, to find room for my 
new roses, I had to dig up and

Or use screws. If nails don’t 
stop squeaks in stairs or 
floor, use 2-inch flathead 
screws.

Wrap it right for safer mailing 


More wrapping tips 


Silverware needs individual 
wrapping of flannel or paper 
treated to prevent tarnish 
Protected thus, flatware can 
be stacked. Covers of bowls 
should be wrapped and 
turned upside down. Follow 
preliminary wrap with a 
sleeve of corrugated paper, 
and nest the package in a 
box filled with crumpled 
tissue paper or shock-ab- 
sorbing material. 


Pictures and mirrors need 
a piece of waxed paper cut 
to fit the glass surface. Then 
pad with shock-absorbing 
material until surface is flush 
with the outer edge of the 
frame. A corrugated paper 
sleeve around whole piece 
makes it ready for nesting in 
a carton. Use waxed paper 
for the first wrap on highly 
polished wood, too; it pre- 
vents minute scratches. 


Shock-absorbing material 
is easily prepared by cutting 
old newspapers into strips 
and crinkling them tightly. 
Or shred unwaxed glassine 
bags, cellophane, or cooking 
parchment. Shredded news- 
paper hasn’t quite as much 
cushioning value as shredded 
glassine or excelsior, but it 
costs you nothing and is 
available. Damp _ excelsior 
conforms well to odd shapes. 


Old wrapping paper, if it’s 
tough enough to stand the 
rough-and-tumble of post- 
office handling, can be used. 
To smooth old paper, press 
it with a warm iron. Salvage 
corrugated paper and tissue 
paper from gifts that come 
to your home. To test twine 
for re-use, make: trial wrap 
and give twine a yank; dis- 
card if it snaps. Never try to 
salvage old gummed paper.

Are you homeless in a model house? 


rapidly if Mother and Dad do it all 
themselves. Of course mothers are 
neater bedmakers and dads are 
neater lawn-trimmers than 5-year- 
old Sally or 9-year-old John. But 
children love to help, to be in the 
middle of everything. They learn 
that way. They become more re- 
sourceful, more independent, and 
more responsible if you trust them 
with jobs all their own. And you'll 
be surprised how much fun they are 
when they're not out of the way.

Some of the most rewarding con- 
versations we ever had at our house 
came about quite naturally in the 
midst of a family task in which we 
were all engaged. I remember a 
stirring one we had over the place 
of angels in the scheme of things. It 
was inspired by a vivid sunset we 
witnessed while we were all seeding 
the new lawn. We have discussed 
the war in the midst of the Sunday- 
dinner preparations, as knowledge 
of this unhappy phase of human 
activity came suddenly to our 
younger boy. Dinner had to be de- 
layed while he wrestled with the 
enormity of the problem. But these 
are the kinds of talks that bring us 
closer together, and help our chil- 
dren face a complex world 

Once we tried segregating our 
children. In the old house we re- 
cently remodeled, there are two 
living rooms. One for the children, 
we decided, putting all their toys in 
a gay, yellow-papered room. The 
room across the hall we designated 
as a formal parlor, dedicated to us 
and our friends. It sounded effi- 
cient, for then the formal parlor 
would always be neat and ready for 
inspection. But it has never worked. 


ia 
The children don’t play in their 
living room. They sprawl! on the 
floor in ours. Often they hang up- 
side down with feet on the couch 
and head on the floor, an eminently 
satisfactory position for reading. 
They bring jigsaw puzzles in and 
work them out on the floor. We 
just have to step over them. Visitors 
come, and the children enjoy them, 
entering into the conversation at 
intervals, neither shrinking into 
acorner nor playing to the grand- 
stand. They are part of the family. 
Family life doesn’t presuppose a 
dozen children, a life of isolation 
on a farm, or a Victorian approach 
to the modern world. But it does 
presuppose wanting and enjoying 
children, a requirement that should 
be obvious, but which is not synon- 
ymous with parenthood. 
Surprisingly enough, one of the 
most genuine parents I know is the 
mother of two adopted children. If 
you visit her on a rainy day, you are 
likely to find the three of them in 
the kitchen making pie. The floor is 
covered with flour; the boy and his 
sister have dough in their hair. 
hey are having a wonderful time. 
They are part of the family, in- 
cluded and respected. Their moth- 
er and father have given them 
security. They belong. 
The observant eye of the social 
worker from the adoption agency

noticed this at once after they had 
been given their first child. When 
they asked for another youngster, 
they got one, even though there 
were a lot of applicants ahead of 
them. Here, said the agency, are 
rare people who love, want, and 
understand children. An adopted 
child, regardless of what had hap- 
pened earlier in his life, 
find happiness with them 
Instead of a weekly work pattern 
that starts with washing on Mon- 
day and ends on Saturday with a 
thorough house cleaning, here’s a 
schedule based on the needs and 
personalities of the children who 
live in a house.

Then 
partially fold in the remainder to achieve a 
marbled effect. Pour into baked pie shell. Place 
the marshmallows on top of the filling to obtain 
a polka-dot effect.
